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Medal of Honor Winner 


Wayne County takes great pride in being the 
home of Jake W. Lindsey, a recipient of this 
nation’s highest military award, — the 
Congressional Medal of Honor. 

Lindsey, a retired State Highway Department 
employee, received the honor for his heroic 
performance as a technical sergeant in the U. 5. 
Army during World War II. His citation reads in 
part: 

“Technical Sergeant Jake W. Lindsey, 
Company C, 16th Infantry, led a platoon

reduced to six of its original strength of fory, in 
the attack on an enemy position near Hamich, 
Germany, 16 November 1944. His mez nad 
captured their objective and were digging in 
when counter-attacked by a German inteniry 
company and five tanks. Armed with a rife and 
grenades, Sergeant Lindsey took position on the 
left and in advance of the remnant oF his 
platoon, and though exposed to heavy sive.
